ADMISSION. 

CAn>iDATES for adijiission to tlie Frvuhiaen Class iiinst Dot be less 
than fourteen years of a^, and must sustain an uxaminatian in Eng- 
lish Grammar, Geograpliy. Ai'itliraetic, Algebra tlnongh simple equa- 
tions, first part ofKrebs' Guide for tliewritinK of Latin, Latin Readur, 
Cornelius Ncpos, Cicero's Orations against Cftttdinc, Virgil's 
.^iieid, Greek Header to the poetry, tlie four Gospels, Latin and 
Greek Graramar, Kejgbtlej's Grecian nud Roman History. 

Candidates for an advanced standing, in addition to the prepara- 
torr studies, are exaoiined in the studies to which the class they 
propose to enter have attended. 

All applicants for admission must present testimonials of good 
moral character, ipilh s. letter from a parent or guardian; and stu- 
dents coming from other Colleges, a certificate of Lonorable dismis- 

No student is considered a tegular member of Ihe Unireraity until 
after a probation of twelve wects. 



RECITATIONS AND EXAMINATIONS. 

Each Class attends three Recitations or Lectures daily, except 
Saturdays, wlicn tliere is an exercise in Elocution. Thero are also 
frequent e^cercises in Translation, Composition and orLil or written 
Disputations. 

Public Examinations are lield at the close of each term, attended 
by Ihe Board of Visitors, appointed annually by the Superintendent 
of FubUo Instruction, and by a Committee of the Eegenta.

EXPEA&ES 

The only charges of Ihe Institution are an admisBion feeof|10, 
and a sum, ranging from S5 to $7 50 a year, fur loorn rent and the 
services of the Janitor, a receipt for the payment of which, signed by 
the Inspector of the Unirersity Buildings, must be presented to the 
President of the Faculty, before a student can be permitted to recite. 
Tuilion is gratuitous. Including board, ^vashintc and books, the 
neccssaiy expenses of a student, for a year, will range from $70 to 
$100. 

GOVERNMENT. 

In the Government of the Institution, the Faculty ever keep in 
mind that most of the students are of an age ivhick renders absolutely 
necessary some stibsliiiile for parealai superialendeace. It is believed 
that no College in our country can secure public confidence without 
watching over the morals of its students, and making strict propriety 
of conduct as well as diligent application to study, a condition of 
merabersliip. 

Considering, therefore, the govemment oi the students as a substi- 
tute for the regulations of home, the Faculty endeavor to bring it as 
near to the character o! parental control as the nature of the case will 
admit, and to attain the end, not wholly nor chiefly by constraint 
and the dread of penalty, but by the iiifiuince of persuasion and kind' 
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But tliere may be in the College, aa well as in the family, or com- 
raimitj, perverse individuals, whom nothing but the fear of penalty 
will influence. In respect to such, the Faculty consider themselves 
bound, as Btanding in the place of parent or guardian, lo sea that the 
student be kindly ar.d faithrully advised and admonished, and also, 
that tho parent bo ftilly informed of any improjier conduct of Ilia 
son. If aueh correction prove insufficient, a regard for the best in- 
terests of such a young man, and certainly a proper care for the 
other members of the Institution, require that he should be removed 
He has forfeited all claims on tke Institution, by violating the indis 
pensiblo conditions on which its advantages aio to be enjoyed, and 
is, therefore, forthwith to be raturnod to hia parent or guardian 

Parents are advised to appoint a guardian in Ann Arbor to take 
charge of funds for the use of their sons. 

No student shall be excused to return home, unless at the written 
request of his parent or guardian. 

PUBLIC WORSHIP. 

The students are required to attend prayers daily in tlie CoLlego 
Chnpel, and to attend public worship on the Sabbath, at such one 
of the churches In the village of Ann Arbor, as their parents or guar 
dians may direct. 

LITERARY SOCIETIES. 

There are twoLiterary Societies connected with the College which 
hold weekly meetings during term time, and possess valuable libn 
riea of select and miscellaneous books, 

Tiierc are two other societies, besides the regular literary a^socia 
tions, which having eshibited their constitn lions, and adopted regu 
lations approved by the Faculty, may, in accordance with the Laws 
of the luBtitntion, admit students to membership. By those regula 
tjons, minors, in order to become membcrg, must exhibit to the 
President of the Faculty the written consent of parent or guardian, 
and the admission of students to these societies, their time and place 
of meeting, (which must, unless otherwiso permitted, always be 
within the University buildings,) and their corporate good order are 
under the proper supervision of the College fJovernment 

VACATIONS. 

Vacations are as follows, viz; From Commencement, the third

OF ADMISSION. 



Eacb candidate for admission, must furnish satisfaefory evidence 
of good rcoral character, and, if a candidate for graduation, also of 
such liteiary attainments as have been recommended by the National 
Medical Association, yiz: A good English education, fhe linowt- 
edge nf Natural Philosophy, the Elementary Mathematical Sciences, 
and Ein,h an acquaintance with the Latin and Greek languages as 
will enable the Etudent to appreciate the technical language of medi- 
cine and read and write prescriptions. 

FEES. 

A fee often dollars to bepaid at matriculation, entitles the student 
lo ill the privileges of permanent membership of the Medical Depart- 
ment The proceeds from these fees are set apart for the increase of 
the Library, Museum, and other means of illustration. 

Clergymen, members of iho legal profession, and graduates of 
other respectable Medical Institutions, may be permitted to attend 
the course of iiislraction as honorary members of the claSB. 
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OF DEGREES, ETC. 

To be admitted to the degree of Doctor of Me'licine, the student 
must esliibit evidence of liaviiig pursued tlie study of Medicine and 
Surgery for the terra of three years, with Esonie respectable practitioner 
of medicine, (including lecture terras;) must liave attended t^a fait 
courses of lectures, the last of wliich must hare bceu in tlie Medical 
Depaitment of the University of Michigan — must be twenty-oan 
J eats of age — must have submitted to tJie Faculty a Tiieais composed 
and written by himself on some medical subject; ami have passed an 
tiamiii ition, held at the close of the term, aatisfactory to the Facul- 
ty 

An jllowancu of one year from the term of Gtady, ia made in favor 
of graduates of tlio Department of Science and Arts, and of other 
respectable literary Colleges. 

Four years of respectable practice is received in lieu of one course 

1 he Theses of successful candidates are to be deposited among 
the arcluves of the College. TJio Thesis of a rejected applicant is to 
be returned to him.
